wa* 
arrested charged

That Gettysburg w ill benefit greatly 
by the reciprocity clause in the new 
automobile act which goes into effect 
on January I is generally believed by 
those who have studied the matter. 
Under the act men having automo­ 
bile licenses from states which afford 
similar privileges to 
Pennsylvania 
will, he allowed to run their machiues 
in Pennsylvania for ten days without 
having to take out a license as they 
must do 
at 
present. 
Most of the 
states bordering on Pennsylvania or 
close to it give similar privileges to 
residents of this state, and it is ex­ 
pected that this reciprocity f#*ature 
will lie a boon to people who own 
autosand live in New.Jersey, New 
York. 
Maryland. 
Delaware 
West 
Virginia and Ohio. 
Now they cannot 
even take a run into this state to visit 
Gettysburg or any of th# citify along 
the borders without having a P#*nnsyl 
vania license. 
Lately 
nnm«*rons 
inquiries 
have 
been made at the highway department 
about the feature of the new law, but 
after consultations with th** legal au 
thorities the state officials *a> that alt 
they can do is to give instructions to 
constables and local officials on the 
law. 
They must see that people do 
not stay more than ten days in this 
state without a licens#*. 
Just what 
this is going to lead to may be imag 
ined. 
It is expected that a large number 
of people living in the state border 
ing Pennsylvania who did not wish 
to pay the state license for just the 
few days it would take to visit Get­ 
tysburg w ill come here next year and 
make frequent trips into this section.

jersey Shore. Pa., Oct. 23.—A sen­ 
sational chase, in which fifty railroad 
tm ii, an engine and posse of officers 
figured, ended in a barn near Avis, 
when three men, suspected of being 
implicated in the robbery of the local 
postoffice and railroad station, were 
captured. The robbery was one of the 
boldest in the history of the county. 
The men worked without even turning 
out the lights in the building and with 
the safe placed immediately In front 
of the window and in full \iew of the 
street 
Above the postoffice is the telephone 
exchange, 
and 
directly 
acrose 
the 
street is the rival company. Night op­ 
erators in either building might have 
givin an alarm and summoned help in 
an instant. 
Miss I^arrison, an operator, in fact, 
first 
detected the operations of the 
gang in the postoffice. 
Alone in the building, she heard a 
noise. 
Later John McAllister, a call 
boy for the New York Central, went 
to the exchange. 
The operator told 
him of the noise, and the two opened 
t ie shutters to look at the postoffice. 
In plain view’ and with all the lights 
In the room turned on one man was at 
work on the safe. 
His companions 
vere keeping watch, one outside the 
rf tor and the other standing In the 
hill .ay leading to the exchange above.

Bullets 
flew thick for a time, and it was not 
until the fire within had ceased, evi­ 
dently from a lack of ammunition, tbs* 
the constables entered the barn and 
placed the three men under arrect, one 
of w hom w as wounded.

after trying many methods of dost ruc­ 
tion recommends poisoned grain put 
in or near their runways as the most 
effective means of killing them. 
Its 
recipe for making the poison is as fol­ 
low-: Dissolve an ounce of strychnia 
sulphate (a deadly poison! in a pint of 
twilling water. 
Add a pint of thick 
sugar sirup aud stir thoroughly. 
The 
sirup may be scented with a few - 
drops o f oil of anise, but this is not 
essential, 
lf kept in a closed vessel 
the sirup will keep indefinitely. 
This 
quantity Is sufficient to poison half a 
bushel of corn or other grain (corn 
recommended). 
The grain should be 
steel ani In hot water and allowed to j 
stand overnight. 
It should then be 
drained ami soaked for several hours 
in the poisoned sirup 
Before using 
coni mea I may be added to take up the 
excess moisture 
In the case of pock­ 
et g o p h er a runway should be lo- 
catcd by thrusting an end gate rod 
into the ground a couple of feet at 
one side of the line of -motiuds and 
through thie hole inserting a few ker­ 
nels of the |*oisoned corn.

Shot to Death In Delaware Prison 


With His Own Revolver. 


TWO 
CONVICTS 
WOUNDED 


N egro Desperado Attacked G uard W ith 


Saw, W h en Latter D rew H i* Pistol, 


and In Stru ggle It W a s Discharged. 


B ullets From A nother G uard Sub­ 


dued P riso n e r and Injured Another. 


Wilmington, Del., Oct. 23.—John W. 
Campbell, a guard at the New Castle 
county workhouse at Greenback, was 
shot during a struggle with Noah Gra­ 
ham. a negro prisoner, and died half 
an hour later, the bullet having en­ 
tered the forehead. Graham was shot 
twice by Guard A. C. Dorsey, of Wil­ 
mington. who went to Campbell’s as­ 
sistance. being struck by the bullets 
in the neck and shoulder, and James 
Butcher, of Wilmington, a white pris­ 
oner. who also went to Campbell’s as­ 
sistance, was shot in the 
left 
leg. 
Butcher was only slightly hurt, but 
Graham's Injuries are serious. 
The trouble occurred In the stock 
room, adjoining 
shop No. 2, where 
there were 
only a few 
prisoners. 
Campbell has assigned certain duties 
to Graham, who refused to do the 
work. 
When Campbell said he w«gild 
have to do it or get out of the work­ 
shop. the prisoner picked up a saw 
and 
attempted 
to 
strike Campbell 
with tt. 
Campbell drew his revolver, hut did 
not shoot. 
The prisoner went at him 
in an instant, and in the struggle 
Campbell's revolver was discharged, 
the bullet passing through his fore­ 
head. 
Guard Horsey, who wa* in an 
adjoining room, heard the aru'fie and 
entered at this time. He fired four 
times at Graham, oue bullet striking 
him in the neck and the other in the 
shoulder. 
Butt her also joined in the 
♦ •fforts to subdue Graham, and was 
wounded by n bullet from Dorsey’s 
pistol. 
D octors were summoned to attend 
Campbell, and Rev. J. P Quigley, pas­ 
tor o f St. Patrick's church, who ar­ 
rived in time to administer the last 
r ite * of the church before Campbell 
died. 
The injured prisoners were taken to 
the workhouse hospital, where Gra­ 
ham is held under guard. 
During the first part of the trou­ 
ble Graham struck Campbell with the 
saw several times before Campbell 
drew his revolver. Campbell’s hands 
were injured bv the saw

WASfE OF THE FARMER. 


Agricultural Reform th* Moat Uagaat 
af Modern Problem* 
George T, r o im l recently wrote a 
letter on “The Farm er's W astefulness" 
which was printed In one of the secu­ 
lar dallies. He declares th at "tbs moat 
argent problem before our nation to­ 
day Is not the tariff, but the preven­ 
tion of the great wasteful nasa In agri­ 
cultural methods that occurs every­ 
where in the United States and the dis­ 
semination of scientific Information 
that shall lead to soil restoration and 
Improvement" The proposition is ir­ 
refutable. 
Responsible authorities have estim at­ 
ed the amount of the food bill of tbs 
American people a t a little more than 
$12,000,000,000 a year. That both tbs 
first coat and the retail pries of moat 
of the articles on the list could ba and 
should ba materially reduced there can 
be no question. 
As Mr. Powell declares, very few of 
oar farmers have even a vagus notion 
of the coat of Cha products. Tbs mak­ 
ers of farm implement!, of clothing* 
hats, shoes, furniture and other arti­ 
cles bought by farmers, know to tbs 
fraction of a cant tbs cost of the mer­ 
chandise. There are and there can ba 
no wasteful or baphaard methods In 
manufacturing or In commercial busi­ 
ness. 
The Inevitable penalty of Indif­ 
ference to cost In those lines la failure. 
Except in rare instances, no other 
net hods are followed on the farm. In 
that industry It is not the producer 
upon whom the penalty falls. The con­ 
sumer pays for the waste. Indifference 
and ignorance of the producer. 
Because of sundry legends banded 
down from generation to generation 
there is a general belief that a farm ­ 
er’s life Ss of arduous and poorly re­ 
quited toil. Much of that belief Is a t­ 
ter nonsense. 
The average farmer 
works harder today than does tbs av­ 
erage man In any other Bae af Indus­ 
try. His reward Is dstermtned chiefly 
by the Intelligence which be sppMss ta 
his operations.

Mass., has s cancer. 
It was noticed 
for some time that no cavities teamed 
on the elm. This was proof to tbs ex* 
[lerienced eya that tbers was decay In­ 
side the tree. 
An Investigation showed that tbs aim 
had a cancer on tbs inside, which, lf 
allowed to grow, would kill tbs tree 
In a few years.

I Ate I lith potatoes can be planted 
lo July.

crop of potatoes. 
The fail grown po­ 
tatoes are much more prolific and 
freer from a strong and oftentimes 
acrid taste than those grown in the 
spring.

For quality, quick growth and per 
feet maturity of chicks take the hen. 
hut for quantity take the incubator 
No brooder can brood like Biddy. This 
Is not fossilism. for we use both. The 
Almighty made a good thing when 
he created the cluck, and she can’t lie 
legislated out of existence by the in­ 
cubator manufacturers. 
At 
Peterboro, X. O., eggs were 
dropped from a balloon, a mile in the 
air, to demonstrate that explosives 
could be dropped accurately. 
They 
hit the mark. Haymow hen fruit was 
forbidden. 
A turkey hen is a good breeder for 
four or five years, but it is good to 
have a new, strong, young gobbler 
every spring for a sure thing. 


THE ROADSIDE GRASS. 
There U hardly a section of land In 
any |Nirt of the country where grass 
or other heriiage grows by the road­ 
side which would not furnish pasture 
for 130 sheep on Its highways. 
The 
having of such a neighborhood flock 
would mean better fencing for some 
farms. 
Rut this would be an advan­ 
tage and uot a drawback. In addition 
to there being the feed, which under 
usual conditions goes largely to waste, 
almost any such neighborhood has 
some old mao who cannot stand a 
bard day’s work who. with the help of 
a good dog. could nicely herd just 
■neb a flock. 
Were such a plan car­ 
ried out the looks of the highways 
would 
he greatly improved, 
weeds 
cleaned up and a source of contamina­ 
tion to adjoining fields actually turned 
into profit. The plan may he commu­ 
nistic lo a way. but It baa much to 
commend It.
